DAMASCUS. April 14 (R). — 
Egyptian Vice President Hosni 
Mubarak arrived here today at 
the start of a tour of 12 Arab 
countries to brief them on Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat's recent 
talks in the United States, 
West Germany and France. 

Mr. Mubarak, who was wel- 
comed by Syrian Prime Minis- 
ter Abdul Rahman Khleifawi,' 
told reporters he would deliver 
a message from President Sa- 
dat to Syrian President Hafez 
Assad. 

The visit was part of conti- 
nuous consultations between 
the two presidents, he said. 

Mr. Mubarak leaves for 
Amman tomorrow to give His 
Majesty King Hussein a similar 
briefing. 


Amman, Peking establish 
diplomatic relations 


AMMAN (Agencies). — Jordan 
announced Thursday it was 
breaking off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Taiwan and opening 
on embassy in Peking. . 

A joint communique to this 
effect was issued here and in 
Peking. 

The same day, Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs 
Has sail Ibrahim called in the 
Nationalist Chinese ambassa- 
dor, Gen. I Fan Chen, to inform 
him of Jordan's decision, it was 
announced here. 

The Jordanian government 
“recognises the government of 
the People's Republic of China 
us the sole legal government 
representing the entire Chinese 
people, and Taiwan province as 
an inalienable part of the terri- 
tory of the People's Republic 


of China," the communique 
said. 

"The two governments have 
agreed to develop friendly re- 
lations and cooperation bet- 
ween the two countries on the 
basis of the principles of mu- 
tual respect for state soverei- 
gnty and territorial integrity..." 
the communique said. 

It was signed in Washington 
on April 7 by Mr. Huang Chen 
nnd Mr. Abdullah Salah, res- 
pective representatives of the 
Chinese and Jordanian govern- 
ments. 

Part of the text published 
here said that China "strongly 
supported" Jordan in its just 
struggle to safeguard its na- 
tional independence and to de- 
velop its national economy. 

It was not immediately clear 


whaL would happen to Jordan's 
trade with Taiwan, which to- 
talled nearly $11 million in 
1975, the last year for which 
figures are available. 

Jordanian phosphate sales in 
Taiwan accounted for S6.5 mil- 
lion of this, while the remain- 
der comprised imports h\ Jor- 
dan. 

In the same year its imports 
from the People’s Republic to- 
tailed more than SS million, 
while China bought virtually 
nothing From Jordan.

Saudi Arabia believes U.S. could

Hassan : Syrian, 
Jordanian armies

DAMASCUS, April 14 (R). — 
His Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan told Syrian front-line 
troops today that "the Syrian 
and Jordanian armies make a 
single front against the ene- 
my." 

The prince, who returned to 
Amman tonight after a three 
day visit to Syria, was addres- 
sing soldiers at a unit he visi- 
ted near the occupied Golan 
Heights. 

His visit to the unit, and the 
nearby ruined town of Qunei- 
tra, emphasised the links be- 
tween the two, Arab neighbo- 
urs, which have established in- 
creasingly close ties over the 
past two years. 

Their cooperation includes 
some measure of military col- 
laboration, at least at staff offi- 
cer level. 

Prince Hassan, who had talks 
on Monday with President Ha- 
fez Assad, returned to Jordan 
by car. 


BEIRUT, April 14 (R). — Sa- 
udi Arabian Crown Prince and 
Deputy Premier' Fahd lbn Ab- 
dul Aziz, in an interview pub- 
lished here today, said he be- 
lieved the U.S. could bring ab- 
out a just Middle East settle- 
ment. 

He told the weekly magaz- 
ine AI Hawadess : “1 am con- 
fident the justice of the cause 
and U.S. capabilities, its inter- 
national diplomatic standing 
and the American people's tra- 
dition will enable the Ameri- 
can government headed by Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter to achi- 
eve the desired just solution." 

Prince Fahd said that if Is- 
rael opposed a just peace in 
the region its “intransigence. . . 
would lead to a stalemate and 
clearly endanger the world 
with unpredictable consequen- 
ces." 

A stalemate would re-esta- 
blish the state of no-war, no- 
peace that prevailed in the Mi- 
ddle East before the 1973 Arab- 
Israeli war. "and this will de- 
finitely lead to the possibility 
of a new war breaking out," 
he added. 

Prince Fahd affirmed there 
could be no peace in the region 
without solving the Palestine 
case on the basis of safegu- 
arding “the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people, not 
on the grands that these peo- 
ple are a group of refugees as 
stated by (1967 Security Cou- 
ncil) resolution 242." 

He said : “This resolution 
has been superseded by events 
and if Israel does not admit 
this fact which has now been 
recognised by the world, this 
will mean persistence in intra- 
nsigence and that Israel is not

Angola today repeated its 
denial that it had any role in 
the invasion of southern Zaire 
and warned countries support- 
ing the Zairese government 
that they were risking the in- 
ternationalisation of the con- 
flict. 

On the military front, the fi- 
ghting appeared to be at a 
standstill. 

AFP correspondent Pierre 
Zanin reported from Kolwezi 
that the only sign of military 
was rocket-laden Macchi jet 
fighters preparing to take off 
at the airstrip. 

It was believed the invaders, 


whose exact identity has not 
'been established, were in posi- 
tion slightly more than SO kms. 
to the west of Kolwezi. 

Military analysts were wond- 
ering what the invaders plann- 
ed to do now, and there was 
speculation that they may be 
waiting for the Zairese and 
their allies to take up position 
around Kolwezi before moving 
off the strike elsewhere. 

In Brussels, the Congolese 
National Liberation Front (FN- 
LC) said today that Us forces 
Clashed with ' Zairese troops 
last night in the village^ of Lu- 
pasa, 25 kms. west of Kolwezi. 

An FNLC spokesman told the 
Belgian news agency Belga. 
that the Zairese army suffered 
heavy losses. 

He said that one of the men 
captured by FNLC forces had 
said that 50 French pilots were 
directly involved in the fight- 
ing. 


MADRID, April 14 (R). — The 
Spanish' government banned 
demonstrations and political 
rallies today to forestall trou- 
ble on the 46th anniversary of 
the republic which Gen. Franco 
defeated in the 1936-39 civil 
war. 

Political parties were told of 
the two-day ban by the Interior 
Ministry. 

The measure also appears ai- 
med at averting possible cla- 
shes between leftists and right- 
ists following legalisation of 
the Communist Party, a move 
which provoked the navy mtn- 
.isler's resignation earlier this 
week. 

But Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez seems to have weather- 
ed. the crisis since top army 
officers have grudgingly acce- 
pted his decision to give the 
communists political legality. 

' Meanwhile, the Communist 
Party Central Committee met 
today to draw up its list of 
candidates for the coming ge- 
neral elections and to approve 
its electoral platform. 

Secretary General Santiago 
Carrillo told committee mem- 
bers that the party had made 
"Brea: sacrifices in the strug- 
gle for a democratic Spain and 
made them without any spirit 
of revenge." 

The communists considered 
the Spanish civil war "already 
as o fact of history, and they 
feel no hatred for those who 
fought against them," Mr. Car- 
rillo said. 

He criticised the “minority 
of voices" which claimed the 
legalisation of the Communist 
Party was "a catastrophe”. 

Mr. Carrillo thanked the for- 


serious in seeking peace." 

The Saudi crown prince ad- 
ded that his country's efforts 
to support a just solution for 
the Middle East problem were 
“based on its principles and on 
the justice of the cause . . . and 
on this matter we do not bar-

Soviets reaffirm 
SALT rejection 

-MOSCOW, April 14 (R). — 
The Soviet Union today reaf- 
firmed its rejection of Carter 
administration proposals for li- 
miting nuclear arms and called 
instead for -an arms pact based 
on guidelines agreed with for- 
mer President Ford. 

An authoritative editorial in 
the Communist Party daily Pra- 
vda also warned the U.S. that 
the Soviet Union could build 
its own arsena 1 of controver- 
sial Cruise missiles should the 
Americans develop theirs with- 
in range of Soviet territory. 

The lengthy editorial stressed 
that Moscow wanted a Strate- 
gic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT) agreement based on 
the understanding reached by 
President Ford and Communist 
Party leader Leonid Brezhnev 
in 1974 at Vladivostok. 

Pravda amplified this known 
position by asserting that the 
Ford administration agreed in 
principle to include strict limi- 
tations on Cruise missiles in 
the projected accord. TTie U.S. 
denies agreeing to include the 
Cruise. 


DAMASCUS, April 14 <R). — 
Mr. Pierre Gemayel. leader of 
Lebanon's rightwing Phalangist 
Party, had talks with President 
Hafez Assad here tonight on 
the situation in Lebanon, espe- 
cially in the south, and means 
of "forestalling the schemes of 
Israel,” official sources said 

here. 

During their meeting, which 
lasted over three-and-a-half ho- 
urs, they discussed relations 
between Syria and Lebanon and 
the means of promoting coo- 
peration between them, the so- 
urces added. 

Mr. Gemayel told reporters 
before leaving Damascus tor 
Beirut tonight that his talks 
with President Assad were "fr- 
uitful and constructive." 

He said President Assad wo- 
uld give the Lebanese problem 
great importance during his di- 
scussions with Soviet and Am- 
erican leaders. 

Mr. Gemayel earlier discus- 
sed with Foreign Minister Ab- 
dul Halim Khaddam the latest 
developments in Lebanon and 
the attitude of the Christian 
Lebanese Front. 

Mr. Gemayel told reporters 
after his meeting with Mr. Kha- 
ddam that Syria’s attitude to- 
wards Lebanon was clear and 
that the Syrians left Lebanese 
President Elias Sarkis full fr* 
eedom of action. 

He paid tribute to the role of 
the Arab peace-keeping force 
in Lebanon and said it could 
establish peace and order in 
75 per cent of Lebanese territ- 
ory. 

This force has not yet en- 
tered south Lebanon, which led 
to the flare up of events there 
again, he added. 

The attitude adopted by Pre- 
sident Assad saved Lebanon 
from destruction and from be- 
coming the greatest threat .to 
the whole Arab nation, Mr. Ge- 
mayel said prior lo his depar- 
ture. 

“The partitioning of Lebanon 
is not a simple matter and if 
it happened it would have dra- 
gged the Arab World to a ca- 
tastrophe." he said. 

Several explosions were hea- 
rd today in southern Lebanon 
but die sensitive area along the 
border with Israel was repor- 
ted relatively quiet for the 
third consecutive day. 


The calm followed a night 
of sporadic shelling. Palestin- 
ians and leftists reported they 
shelled some rightwjng Chris- 
tian villages in retaliation for 
an Israeli artillery attack. 

In Beirut, two people were 
slightly hurt last night in bomb 
blasts that wrecked a Chris- 
tian-owned boutique on the se- 
cond anniversary of the shoo- 
ting incident that triggered 
the Lebanese civil war. 

The casualties were reported 
by the Arab peace-keeping 
force. 

The blasts were in the Ain 
AI Rummaneh district, where 
rightists ambushed a bus carr- 
ying Palestinians on April 13. 
1975 killing 27 people.

He told the Jordan News 
Agency the message concern- 
ed relations between the two 
Arab Kingdoms and the cur- 
rent situation in the Middle 
East. 

Mr. Badran. who flew to 
Jeddah earlier in the day had 
a meeting with Crown Prince 
Fahd, Second Deputy Premier 
Prince Abdullah and Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud AI Faisal. 

The presence of all three at 
the talks suggested to observ- 
ers here that they were impor- 
tant. 

Mr. Badran described the re- 
sults of his visit as positive 
"reflecting the friendly rela- 
tions and unity of purpose cha- 
racterising the positive stands 
of two countries." 

Mr. Badran’s visit to Jeddah 
came just four days before 
King Hussein leaves on a trip 
to Britain and the U.S., and on 
the same day as Amman an- 
nounced Us recognition of the 
People's Republic of China. 
Saudi Arabia still maintains 
diplomatic relations with Tai- 
wan. 


U.S. ready to act 
co-sponsor of fresh 
talks on Rhodesia 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (R).- 
Tbe United States said today 
it was wiliing to act as co-con- 
vener of fresh Geneva talks, on 
Rhodesia if asked to do so by 
Britain. 

The state department said a 
decision on U.S. support and 
participation in a new Rhode- 
sia conference could only be 
made after British Foreign Se- 
cretary David Owen completes 
a current tour of Southern Af- 
rica, spokesman Hodding Car- 
ter said. 

“If there is a useful possibi- 
lity for us to help on the basis 
of what Mr. Owen says, we 
are willing to serve," Mr. Car- 
ter told reporters. 

“I’m not saying we are going 
to participate, but that we 
could.’ 

In South Africa yesterday. 
Dr. Owen was quoted as say- 
ing that he was proposing di- 
rect U.S. participation in a new 
constitutional conference to 
achieve a peaceful transfer of 
power from white minority to 
black majorty rule in Rhodesia. 


Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith, 
speaking to reporters later, re- 
ferred to the United States and 
Britain as “co -conveners" of 
such a conference. 

Mr. Carter said the United 
States could serve as co-con- 
venor or co-sponsor of the con- 
ference with Britain. 

But he declined to describe 
it as a constitutional conferen- 
ce and would not specify ex- 
actly the type of meeting it 
would be. 

"If after the consultations it 
becomes clear that the possi- 
bility of a new conference 
along the lines he (Dr. Owen) 
is outlining exists, the United- 
States is willing to serve as co- 
convenor or co-sponsor of that 
conference," Mr. Carter said. 

He added that the United 
States would not serve as a 
co-chairman. 

Asked to define the differ- 
ence, he said a co-chairman 
would preside over the meeting 
and help set the agenda. The 
United States was willing to 
participate in the conference 
but not to chair it.

For those who like to follow the process by which 
politicians’ un tempered campaign statements eventu- 
ally are moulded by the forces of the real world, a 
fine drama is taking place these days in the United 
States Congress over legislation to fight the Arab 
boycott of Israel. During the U S. presidential camp- 
aign. being against the Arab boycott was synony- 
mous with loving one’s mother and helping blind 
people cross the street. But now that President 
Carter is in office, and has to deal with the boycott 
issue as it really is instead of as his campaign require- 
ments forced him to view it, we have a new line of 
thinking coming from the administration. The two 
relevant committees in the House and the Senate 
last week both approved their own versions of anti- 
boycott legislation, and the full Congress will now 
hammer out a compromise bill that should be voted 
on later this month. The Carter administration has 
been supporting two significant loopholes in the 
draft legislation, which would, in effect, allow the 
boycott to function in practice but would also put 
on the record American legislation that prohibits 
compliance with the boycott. The loopholes involve 
business by American companies’ subsidiaries abroad 
and particularly in Arab countries, as well as the 
principle known as “unilateral selection”, which 
means that if an Arab country buys a truck from the 
U.S., the Arabs can specify what kinds of tyres or 
radios they wish to have supplied with the truck. In 
effect, this legislation is a classic compromise, for it 
allows the Arabs to maintain their economic boycott, 
but it also seems to satisfy American opposition to 
the boycott, which is largely Zionist opposition. In 
fact, there have been, complaints this week, particu- 
larly from Senator Proxmire of Wisconsin, that the 
legislation as it stands has too many loopholes to be 
really effective. 

He is correct, of course. The Arab boycott of 
Israel is a legitimate tool of economic warfare, and 
the Carter administration realises this as well as any- 
one else. The wild campaign oratory of Mr. Carter 
and his enthusiastic sidekick Mr. Mondale has given 
way to the realities of the boycott and long-term 
American interests In he Middle East. Thus the 
Carter administration favours the compromise that 
has been drawn up, and the Zionist lobby does not. 
If Mr. Proxmire continues objecting to the legislation 
and presses for stronger laws, the Carter administra- 
tion will be caught between protecting American 
interests or Zionist interests. 

We’re pleased that Mr. Carter has 'chosen to see 
his role in this case as being the guardian of 
American national interests, and not, as it was during 
the campaign, as the parrot of Israeli selfishness. It’s 
nice to see the president of the United States being 
the president of the United States, and not the mar- 
ionette of Israel. Mr. Carter is a very brave man to 
flush his campaign statements down the toilet 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Three Jordanian dailies com- 
mented in their Thursday edi- 
torials on the speech His Ma- 
jesty King Hussein delivered to 
district governors and munici- 
pal council members Wednes- 
day, in which he called for the 
formulation of a new form of 
participation between the gove- 
rned and the governor, to pro- 
mote Jordan from a country 
of services to one of production. 

AL RAT, said that His Ma- 
jesty has emphasised the role 
of the human factor and stre- 
ssed its importance in the deve- 
lopment process. Development, 
the paper added, cannot be im- 
ported. It must be achieved by 
the joint potentials which Jor- 
danians are capable of contri- 
buting. All development theor- 
ies based only on facts and 
figures and ignoring the hu- 
man factors have so far failed. 

As citizens, we have become 
accustomed to just requesting 
more services from the gover- 
nment and' burdening it with 
added expenses while offering 
nothing in return. This is a pa- 
ttern found in other third world 
countries. The time has come 
for us as citizens to contribute 
to the development of our co- 
untry. The government should 
use the potentials and capabi- 
lities of all its citizens for that 
purpose. 


Our Jordanian society sho- 
uld search for a new formula 
of participation between gove- 
rnors and governed and enable 
the country to benefit from 
all its citizens’ potentials and 
capabilities. With the Jordan- 
ian economy based largely on 
agriculture, and with the vill- 
age as the nucleus, authorities 
should plan for a comprehen- 
sive development of the coun- 
try taking these things into 
consideration. 

AL DUSTOUR, said that His 
Majesty has depicted the futu- 
re Jordanian society which sho- 
uld be based on production 
and democracy. To achieve it, 
development should start at the 
level of the village with the 
human element as the essen- 
tial factor. His Majesty, the pa- 
per said, has called for posi- 
tive participation between go- 
vernors and governed to search 
for formulas for the new so- 
ciety. He did not wish to im- 
pose a formula from above. 

AL SHA’B, discussing the 
same subject said that Jordan 
which has succeeded in provi- 
ding social services to the Jor- 
danian citizen and has been 
an example in the field of de- 
velopment, should now prove 
its capability to produce. Social 
development cannot be granted 
from the outside or from ab- 
ove. It is the result of contin- 
uous work by the citizen and 
serious participation between 
him and the governor. 

To transform Jordan into a 
country of production, the pa- 
per added, mutual trust betw- 
een the citizen and the gover- 
nor should be deepened; and 
the sense of responsibility and 
participation developed.

LAGOS. (WFS) — In June. 
President Omar Bongo of 
Gabon will take over from Sir 
Seewoosagur Ramgoolam . of 
Mauritius as Chairman of the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU). 

The transfer of chairman- 
ship of the OAU from one state 
to another is often an occa- 
sion for scrutiny of the reci- 
pient head of state and coun- 
try. For example, when, in 
1975, it was the turn of 
President Idi Amin Dada to 
hold the post, many African 
states protested. Only 18 out 
of 46 heads of states eventual- 
ly attended the Kampala sum- 
mit while Tanzania, Z ambi a, 
and Botswana boycotted, the

Kremlin tries to pick up influence 
Turkey and black Africa 


in 


MOSCOW, Russia (CSM) — In 
a busy few days for Soviet 
diplomats, the Kremlin has 
just made new efforts to pick 
up influence in two strategic 
areas of the world. 

The first is on the south- 
eastern flank of NATO. The 
Soviets used the visit to 
Moscow of Tur kish Foreign 
Minister Ihsan Sabri 
Caglayangil to put new stress 
on their desire to improve ties 
with Turkey, a NATO member 
whose ties with Washington 
deteriorated after it invaded 
Cyprus in 1974. 

The second is in Black 
African states. By giving vast 
publicity to the formal ratifi- 
cation here of the Soviet treaty 
with Angola, Moscow is seen 
to be signalling both black 
Africans and the Carter admi- 


nistration that it intends to 
keep on supporting black 
African liberation movements. 

Such support is provided for 
in the Soviet definition of de- 
tente; Western analysts point 
out. Soviet publications also 
are paying more attention now 
to Mozambique and Tanzania, 
which U.S.S.R. Chief of State 
Nikolai Podgomy will be visit- 
ing soon. 

So far, success of the Soviet 
efforts appears to be mixed. 

Moscow has tried to improve 
its' links with Turkey since the 
United States embargoed arms 
to that country after Turkey 
invaded Cyprus in 1974. For a 
while, the Turks seemed inte- 
rested in giving the impres- 
sion to Washington that they 
were thinking of leaning more 
toward Moscow. 


Western analysts here point 
out that Turkey’s ties' with 
Washington have improved 
somewhat in recent months. 
Special presidential envoy 
Clark Clifford was in the 
Turkish capital recently. 

Yet the Turks are watching 
closely to see what President 
Carter intends to do with the 
U.S. -Turkish defense pact ne- 
gotiated by the Ford administ- 
ration. It was said to involve 
a $1 -billion aid package in re- 
turn for the reopening of key 
U.S. defense and listening 
posts on the Soviet border. 

' Turkey’s current ties with 
the Soviets are judged by 
Western analysts here to be 
more correct than cool. The 
tone of the foreign minister’s 
comments was seen to be care- 
ful and restrained. 


Report reveals security links between 
Latin American military governments 


Hie report of an Amnesty International mission to 
Argentina has just been published in London. It found that 
security forces were responsible for many abductions and that 
torture was practised on a wide scales A Uruguayan who was 
arrested In Argentina was beaten and given electric shock 
treatment. His evidence proves that there is a security link 
between Latin American, military governments for the repres- 
sion of political enemies. 


LONDON, (Gemini) — The 
srongest evidence yet of the 
long-suspected security link 
between Latin . American raili- . 
tary governments for the rep- 
ression of political enemies has 
just been given in London by 
one of the victims. 

Enrique Rodriguez Larreta, 
55. a former Uruguayan jour- 
nalist, small-time businessman 
and middle- rank politician, told 
a press conference how he was 
abducted in Buenos Aires by 
Argentine army officers, on 
July 17, 1976. He was beaten 
and given electric shock treat- 
ment, saw women raped and 
men tortured to death. Then 
he was transferred to Monte- 
video by Uruguayan officers cm 
July 26, finally to be freed, be- 
cause there was nothing against 
him, in December last year. 

Originally Larreta had gone 
to Argentina from his home 
across the River Plane, in Uru- 
guay, to search for his son, a 
Uruguayan political activist 
who had sought refuge in Bue- 
nos Aires and had been abduc- 
ted by Argentine forces> along 
with several others. 

Father and son were return- 
ed to Uruguay together -- the 
son to jail. 

Rodriguez Larreta was res- 
ponsible for one of the princi- 
pal testimonies presented by 
Amnesty International to sup- 
port its 92-page “Report of an 
Amnesty International Mission 
to Argentina, 6-15 November 
1976.” 

The report, presented on the 
first anniversary of the military 
coup that overthrew the cor- 
rupt and incompetent 'Argen- 
tine government of Mrs. Maria 
Estela Peron. listed 469 people 
who have disappeared without 
trace since the March 24. 1976, 
coup, and estimated that the 
number could rise to 5,000. It 
said that there are between 
5,000 and 6,000 political pris- 
oners in Argen tina . 

The mission, led by British 
Liberal peer. Lord Avebury, in- 
cluded Father Diinan, a United 
States congressman and Jesuit 
priest, and an Amnesty Interna- 
tional official. Miss Patricia Fe- 
eney. They reported that secu- 
rity forces were responsible for 
many abductions. Torture was 
practised widely and refugees 
suffer a difficult situation in 
Argentina. 

Rodriguez Larreta 's testimony 
provided horrifying evidence of 
this: “Some people detained 
with me were taken immediate- 
ly to the upper floor, for inter- 
rogation. From the heart-rend- 
ing screams that could be heard 
constantly, I gathered that they 
were being savagely tortured. 
This was confirmed when I 
heard them bringing them 
down again to the place where 
r was being kept, on the lower 
floor. The guards dragged them 
down, moaning, and flung them 
on the cement floor." 

The English translation of 
Lameta's testimony also said: 
“The great majority of the kid- 
nappers and ail of our guards 
were Argentine. The guards se- 
emed to belong to the army. 
Personnel of the Uruguayan 
army participated directly in 


the interrogation and torture.” 
(There is a slight difference in 
the Spanish accents on both 
sides of the River Plate, which 
makes such detection possible.) 

“Meanwhile, Carlos Santucho 
(brother of an Argentine guer- 
rilla leader) was put in and out 
of a tank full of water with in- 
sults and hoots of laughter, and 
beaten furiously each time he^ 
emerged. He suffered this treat- 
ment for a long time -- much 
to our surprise, as the guards 
themselves had been heard to 
say that he had never been po- 
litically active. Then they ap- 
parently noticed that the body 
no longer showed any signs of 
life. 

"They did not interrogate me 
personally, but every night we 
could hear horrifying sc reams , 
in spite of the radio being turn- 
ed up to full volume." 

The Argentine government 
has always denied the existen- 
ce of outside intervention, al- 
most as if it were an embar- 
rassment. But La tin- American 
security groups have operated 
in Argentina since the time 
immediately following the Sep- 
tember 1973 military coup in 
Chile against Socialist-Populist 
President Salvador Allende Go- 
ssens. 

Argentina received in in- 
flux of left-wing refugees and 
agents from Bolivia, Brazil. 


Chile, Paraguay and Uruguay, 
all ruled by military regimes, 
went to work. 

Argentina hushed up its anti- 
guerrilla action, to avoid a re- 
pressive image abroad, a thing 
which has brought internation- 
al condemnation and the cur- 
tailment of foreign credit. Ar- 
gentina also reportedly made 
an agreement with Latin Ame- 
rican army commanders during 
October 1975, at a meeting in 
Uruguay, where the military 
took over in June 1973, which 
was kept top secret The agree- 
ment accepted joint action 
against left- win" organisations. 

This pact was always denied 
by Argentina, even by the pre- 
sident Lt General Jorge Raf- 
ael Videla, when questioned 
about its existence recently. 

As could be expected, the 
Argentine government also re- 
futed the report by Amnesty 
Intemaional, which it said was 
not objective and based only 
on hearsay evidence. Argen- 
tina has long argued that the 
world does not understand the 
nature of anti-guerrilla war- 
fare. 

Martin Ennals, secretary 
general of Amnesty Interna- 
tional, rejected these allega- 
tions with the presentation of 
testimony by former prisoners. 
But Ennals’ concern was not 
so much aimed at the expected 
denial, but at the statement in 
the official reply to the report, 
that Argentina reserved the 
right to act in “strict propor- 
tion” to the attack against the 
government. This, Ennals said, 
amounted to official abandon- 
ment of the responsibility for 
law and order. 


Three new agreements were 
signed - - on economic aid, on 
scientific cooperation, and on 
preventing air hijacking. 

But Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, back at work 
after a recent illness, seemed 
as interested in sending an in- 
direct message to the United 
States not to interfere in 
Soviet human rights affairs as 
he was in talking about 
Turkey and Cyprus. 

Any substantial change in 
Soviet-Tuxkish ties must await 
the outcome of the Turkish el- 
ections in the autumn, diplo- 
mats here point out 

Nonetheless, the Soviets are 
stressing anew their aid prog- 
ramme to Turkey - - more than 
$1.2 billion since 1954, includ- 
ing a huge $7D0-mfllion credit 
in 1975.

On Cyprus, the Soviets seem 
a little more wining to envi- 
sage a two-zone island than 
they were before the meeting 
recently between Archbishop 
Makarios and Rauf Denktash, 
the Turkish Cypriot leader. 

Moscow’s overall aim it se- 
ems, is to try to preserve 
Cyprus as a nonaligned nation 
out of direct Tiiririsb or Greek 
orbits. Signs of a shift axe evi- 
dence that such an aim seems 
harder to attain. Few in the 
area appear interested in the 
standing ’Soviet suggestion of;/ 
a large conference to settle the 
issue. 

In black Africa the Soviets 
are maneuvering steadily to 
keep the support of as many 
black Africans as possible Ra- 
tification March 14 of the 
friendship treaty with Angola 
by the Presidium of the Sup- 
reme Soviet was given great 
fanfare here. 

This is in line with the Soviet 
definition of detente in general: 
Moving the ideological struggle 
from armed to nonanned bat- 
tle grounds -- and intensifying 
the peaceful efforts. 

Western analysts tend to

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Sir, 

I refer to the recent article in 
your paper on Transcendental 
Meditation, and would like to 
make some comments on the 
various aspects discussed by 
Yussif Ghandour, namely :- 

1. The article compares TM. 
with Zen and Yoga techniques 
and states that TJVf. is imm- 
ediate, whereas Zen and Yoga 
techniques “show up clearly on- 
ly after 15 to 25 years of pra- 
ctice.” Such a comparison is 
very misl eading as the various 
methods and practices cannot 
be directly related. 

Zen meditation of “no-mind” 
does involve long practice (as 
does T-ML), but who can state 
the depth of pure awareness 
between it and TJV1. and say 
one is better than the other i 
Similarly, Yoga meditation 
varies considerably in technique 
and application. Some aspetfs 
of Yoga meditation include ph- 
ysical as well as mental cont- 


rol which cannot be practiced 
without expert guidance and 
cannot in any way be comp- 
ared with T.M. -- however mu- 
ch the ultimate objective may 
be the same. 

It is very wrong to put down 
a time scale for achievement in 
meditation because developme- 
nt depends on application and 
the degree desired by the indi- 
vidual. No one can state the 
ultimate in pure awareness, 
or even try to describe such a 
state. 

There are many techniques _ 
for meditation and it is up to/ 
the individual to decide which 
suits him best. The only pro- 
viso is that all of them require 
to be practiced regularly. 

2. Whilst meditation has sh- • 
own to improve certain physi- 
cal and mental aspects of hea- 
lth, the ultimate aim is to ach- 
ieve “pure awareness”, which 
cannot be measured. 

Meditation is only part of 


the eight-fold path of Yoga i.e. 
Yam a (abstention), Niyama (ob- 
servance), Asana (posture), Pr 
anayama (breath control), Dha- 
rana (concentration), Pratyah- 
ara (sense withdrawal), Dhya- 
na (meditation), and Samadhi 
(identification) outlined by Pa- 
tenjali in the quest for Kaiva- 
lya (pure consciousness). This 
path, which is the basis of all 
Yoga, is performed to achieve 
a balance between physical and 
mental development -- not one 
to the exclusion of the others. 

3. One of the difficulties in 
teaching the techniques of me- 
ditation is to explain its mea- 
ning in Yoga terms, and its co- 
mparison between contempla- 
tion and concentration. Neither 
of these can be described as 
types of meditation. The indi- 
vidual has first of all to be 
made aware of contemplation 
and concentration before deve- 
loping into meditation.

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Bulgaria mingles its Balkan past with modern 



SOFIA, Bulgaria (CSM). — 
Bulgaria occupies an attractive 
comer of Europe where an an- 
cient past and a modem pre- 
sent often mingle. 

Tt calls itself a ‘ socialist cou- 
ntry”, and is involved in an 
industrialisation process that 
has lifted it out of its back- 
ward, Balkan past. 

Yet the Bulgarians preserve 
the past -- even artifacts that 
predate ancestors who came 
from the Volga-Urals to this 
territory south of the Danube 
14 centuries ago. 

The Thracians founded what 
is now Bulgaria. The area was 
developed by the Romans, and 
archaeological reminders of 
both abound. 

The present here hinges on ' 
Bulgaria’s unequivocal alliance 
with the Soviet Union. This has 
furnished the technical where- 
withal to bring the country into 
the 20th century - - new indus- 
tries, suburban housing, cars, 
television, and a usually well- 
stocked consumer market 

Politically, the country’s rul- 
ers remain as severely “ortho- 
dox" os the Soviet Union’s. 
But new winds are stirring. 
Younger economists stress the 
need for decentralised, flexible 
management. 

More and more youths rebel 
at unnecessary curbs on travel 
and at official fussiness about 
Western culture. They si re not 
unpatriotic. They simply desire 
wider horizons.

Nur Misuari emerges as head of southern 
Philippines provisional government 


MANILA, April 14, (AFP). — 
Four years after mounting a 
revolt for Moslem autonomy, 
university teacher Nur Misuari 
is finally coming out of his 
Libyan exile to head ,i provi- 
sional government in southern 
Philippines. 

Hunted down as a secession- 
ist rebel, the youthful chair- 
man of the Moro National Li- 
beration Front (MNLF) slipped 
out of the country' sometime 
>n 1973 to direct the rebellion 
first from neighboring Sabah, 
later from distant Tripoli. 

Libya is the rebellion’s chief 
support, supplying the insur- 
gents with money and arms. 

It was also Libyan Leader 
Col. Moammer Qadhafi jointly 
tvith Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos who worked 
out a compromise peace form- 
ula for settling a conflict that 
has claimed some 29.000 lives 
b\ official count 

Briefly, the formula provides 
for the setting up of a provi- 
sional government in 13 south- 
ern provinces and, later, of a 
regular autonomous govern- 
ment through elections. The 
geographical composition and 


powers of the new region are 
to be determined by a referen- 
dum scheduled for Sunday. 

There was uncertainty as to 
whether the MNLF would ac- 
cept li:-? formula or not until 
Mr. Misuari finally sent word 
from Jeddah this week that he 
was participating in the pro- 
visional government whose 
chairmanship had been offered 
to him by Mr. Marcos. 

As provisional leader, Mr. 
Misuari is also expected to 
play a key role in the future 
autonomous government. 

Revolutions and exile breed 
legends but who is Nuralahadji 
Misuari? 

Bits of information about him 
give a picture of a man of 
many faces, an elusive figure, 
a blurred form seen as it were 
through the haze of the Libyan 
desert. 

Age 37 ur 3S, he was for- 
merly .» political science inst- 
ructor at the University of the 
Philippines, a hot-bed of stu- 
dent activism before Mr. 
Marcos declared martial law in 
September 1972, 

It was apparently after pro- 
clamation of martial law that

Mr. Misuari and his so-called 
‘‘Young Turks” went under- 
ground. 

To the young Moslems who 
followed his trail, he was per- 
haps some kind of a voice 
preaching the liberation of 
three million Moslems from so- 
cial and economic domination 
by their more affluent, numeri- 
cally superior Christian com- 
patriots Tram the north. 

Navy . Commodore Gil 
Fernandez, one-time chief of 
the southern military command, 
described Mr. Misuari as a 
‘‘good forceful talker” who 
supposedly used ideological 
and religious issues to attract 
people, even outlaws, to the 
MNLF ranks 

•'Misuari exploited them by- 
saying that the arrival of tro- 
ops in the south was the begin- 
ning of a plan to Christianise 

Moslems." the commodore once 
told newsmen. 

To the military, Mr. Misuari 
was more than a separatist 
rebel: He was also supposedly 
allied with Communist Party 
Chainnar. Jose Maria Sison. 
Military dossiers in fact once 
put him down as a top man 
in the communist hierarchy. 

To one Moslem government 
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employee in his hometown Mr. 
Misuari was a man who wanted 
to rule "to overcome his in- 
feriority complex." 

To residents of Manila, 
where the MNLF rebellion is a 
vague and distant war, he is 
only a photograph in the news- 
papers: A face dominated by 
a thick moustache and coal- 
black eyes. 

. Mr. Misuari's birth place is 
said to be the small Moslem 
island of Jolo in the deep south 
whose inhabitants are called 
Tausog. an ethnic group known 
for their skills as warriors. 

But his reputation was not 
to be that of a guerrilla fighter. 
His claim to MNLF leadership, 
authorities say, rests on his 
being Us "brains". 

- In the university, he is said 
to be n quiet figure although, 
reports say. he once led a de- 
monstration in front of Mr. 
Marcos' presidential palace to 
protesr the mysterious killings 
of Moslem recruits in a secret 
armv training camp outside 
Manila in 1965. 

Later he was to join the so- 
called "Mindanao Independence 
Movement” (MIM) but was dis- 
illusioned by its leadership and 
broke away from it. 

In 1971 he ran for n seat 
in the constitutional conven- 
tion that was to frame a new 
Philippine constitution: His 

plan was to work for a cons- 
titutional provision that would 
establish a federal Moslem gov- 
ernment in Mindanao. 

His hopes were dashed when 
he lost his election bid. re- 
portedly for lack of funds. Two 
years later he was in the hills, 
with a price of 50,000 pesos 
(7,000 U.S. dollars) on his 
head. 

In a press interview five 
years before, the young 
Misuari told a journalist that 
the Moslem struggle “is mat- 
ter of necessity, not prompted 
bv idealism.”

Better designs revive airships as cargo carriers 






The airship is coming into its own again - - as a 
cargo carrier. But the modem dirigible is much safer 
than the passenger-carrying vessels of the earlier years 
of the century. Unlike the Hindenberg and the R100 
| and R101 of the thirties, which' used inflammable hy 
drogen as a lifting gas, today’s airships use the non- 
inflammable helium. 


LONDOPj, (Gemini). — Over- 
crowded shipping lanes, delays 
and inefficient port handling to- 
gether with a growing need to 
transport heavy machinery to 
industrial sites, have led to a 
renewed interest by many na : 
tions in airships as cargo car- 
riers. 

Experts are convinced that 
giar.t airships capable of carry- 
ing 1,000 tons of cargo will be 
commonplace by the end of the 
century. 

A British company, Aeros- 
pace Developments, for ins- 
tance, is at this time, complet- 
ing a contract co build 22 he- 
lium-filled airships for use in 
South America, mainly in Vene- 
zuela and Peru. The vehicles, 
powered by turboprop engines. 


can fly at 240 kph and can 
cover in 24 hours a distance 
which would take a cargo ship 
20 days. The cost, the British 
makers claim, works out at US. 
S150 per km. 

The United States, which has 
for decades patrolled coastal 
waters by airships flown by the 
U.S. coastguard, is building 
dirigibles for freight carrying 
and observation -duties. 

The Goodyear Tyre Company 
is working on two enormous 
dirigibles, one 550 metres in 
length, the other around 300 
metres. The Larger ship will be 
powered by no less than 16 
turboprops while the other will 
be manoeuvred by ten Sikor- 
sky CH-53E helicopters, five 
on either side of the structure. 


The ships have been designed 
to cross the UJS. in 24 hours 
carrying heavy cargoes, nuclear 
reactors and building equip- 
ment They are expected to be 
invaluable when used on major 
engineering works like dam 
building. 

Perhaps the most promising 
development of all is being 
carried out in Britain, where 
John. West, who designed the 
revolutionary hull : of the P-& O 
liner Canberra, is at work on a 
veritable “flying saucer” to be 
called “Sky Ship”. 

The Sky Ship, happily nick- 
named “Sky Chip" by journa- 
lists who saw a model demon- 
trated .at the Royal Aeronaut, 
cal Establishment will be driv- 
en by 10 Rolls Royce Tyne 
turbojets mounted around its 
“rim”. Sky Ship is planned for 
emergency military use and is 
being designed to carry troops 
and fighting vehicles. 

Sky Ship enthusiasts claim 
that this actual flying saucer 
could cany passengers across 
the North Atlantic for U.S. S35 
- - a cost of less than 2 cents 
per ton mile. Another proposal 
for future Sky Ships is to fit 
them up as super luxury fly- 
ing hotels. 

There have been spectacular

Mystery still shrouds kidnap of 
Fiat chief executive in Paris 


PARIS, April 14 (AFP). — 
Fears mounted here today for 
ItaJian-boro Luchino Revelli-Be- 
aumont, the chief executive of 
Fiat auto operations in France, 
kidnapped yesterday. 

Police were discounting the 
theory that the seizure was ca- 
rried out by a committee for 
the defence of Italian workers 
in France, as claimed by an 
anonymous caller to a French 
radio station last night. 

Mr. Revelii-Beaumont, 58. 
father of two, was whisked 
away from outside his ultra- 
modern flat in the fashionable 
16th district of Paris last eve- 
ning and has not been heard 
from since. 

The anonymous caller to the 
radio station demanded that 


three million francs ($600,000), 
plus food and medicine, be ma- 
de available to unemployed It- 
alians here, but detectives to- 
day said the call was a hoax. 

They said that further ins- 
tructions for obtaining the bu- 
sinessman's release had not 
been forthcoming as promised 
and that the tone of the tele- 
phone message was vague and 
unconvincing. 

Police Inspector Robert Bouit, 
directing the probe, now app- 
eared to be convinced that a 
ransom demand was the mo- 
tive of the kidnapping, the se- 
cond to hit a senior executive 
of the Italian motor giant pos- 
ted abroad. 

The other, Mr. Oberdan Sali- 
ustro, director of the firm's 
Argentinian subsidiary, was ki- 


lled in 1972 as police attem- 
pted to obtain his release- 

Mr. Revelii-Beaumont, Dire- 
ctor General of Fiat-France sin- 
ce 1974, also took over respon- 
sibility for operations in Brazil 
at the beginning of this year. 

In Turin, a spokesman for 
Fiat said it had received no ra- 
nsom demand. 

Asked if the company would 
be willing to pay one, the spo- 
kesman refused to comment, 
saying : “We are waiting to be 
sure of the motives." 

He said Fiat President Gio- 
vanni Agnelli would not make 
a statement on the matter and 
had do plans to travel to Paris. 

He said the company belie- 
ved the kidnappers would wait 
several days before making any 
move.

Carter may increase tax on gasoline 


NEW YORK, April 14 (Agen- 
cies). — President Carter plans 
a gradual tax on gasoline and 
it could attain 50 cents a gal- 
lon. the New York Times re- 
ported today. 

It based its report on a docu- 
ment dated April 9 summing 
up the president's ideas on the 
subject. 

Mr. Carter, it said, favoured 
the end of gasoline price con- 
trols from next autumn on- 
wards. 

He also wanted to encourage 
energy saving by means of cer- 
tain tax provisions to do with 
home insulation. 

Householders and companies 
prepared to fit solar heat equip- 


ment would also be financially 
helped. 

Mr. Carter sought to end 
price controls on oil produced 
in the United States at costs as 
high as those of the members 
of the Organisation of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries (OP- 
EC), according to the New 
York Times. 

Federal Budget Director Bert 
Lance said today be was re- 
commending that President 
Carter withdraw his $50 per 
person tax rebate plan. 

In an interview broadcast in 
Washington this morning, Mr. 
Lance said he would make the 
proposal to Mr. Carter based 
on signs that economic recov- 


India, Pakistan end trade talks 


NEW DELHI, April 14 — 
(AFP). - India and Pakistan to- 
day agreed to set up a senior 
officials' committee providing a 
mechanism to promote trade 
between their two countries. 

Four days of trade talks bet- 
ween officials of the two coun- 
tries which ended here today, 
and agreed minutes were signed 
by the two delegation leaders. 
The Pakistan delegation was 
led by Commerce Secretary 
Ejaaz Ahmed Nail and the 
Indian side by Foreign Trade 
Secretary Dr. P. C. Alexander. 

India has agreed to buy more 
goods from Pakistan while the 
latter offered items like indus- 
trial alcohol, gypsum, rock salt 
and dried and fresh fruits. 

Trade between India and 
Pakistan resumed two years 
ago after the break of nearly 
3 decade. However, India’s im- 
ports in the resumed trade 
were limited to cotton only and 


Saccharine might not be 
banned in U.S. after all 


WASHINGTON. April 14 (A- 
FP). — Saccharine will not be 
banned in the United States 
after all, reliable sources said 
here yesterday. 

They said that the artificial 
sweetener would be sold free- 
ly as an ordinary medicine 
without prescription. 

This means that the Food 
and Drug Administration FDA. 
which controls food products 
and medicine, may have second 
thoughts about its decision to 
ban saccharine from July. The 
organisation has been inundat- 
ed with protests. 

Secretary of Health Joseph 
Califano has received about 800 
letters a day asking him to 


keep the market for saccharine 
open since the announcement 
on March 9 that laboratory 
tests had shown the substance 
caused cancer in animals, with 
the result that it had to be 
banned. 

Under the compromise said 
to have been adopted by the 
FDA, manufacturers would be 
forbidden to sweeten food pro- 
ducts or drinks with sacchar- 
ine. But its sale would be auth- 
orised in chemists' shops and 
drugstores, perhaps with 
such a warning as “this sub- 
stance may cause cancer.” 

An FDA spokesman said that 
details concerning the problem 
may be announced soon.

— The 
Italian government will raise 
electricity and transportation 
prices as further economic aus- 
terity measures aimed at pro- 
ducing a $530 million loan from 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF), it was announced 
today. 


In a letter of intent the gov- 
ernment underlined the need 
for modifications in Italy’s sys- 
tem of wage indexation --by 
which wages rise every three 
months in line with increases 
in the cost-of-living index. 


The government said it ex- 
pected the electricity and trans- 
portation increases to raise 
500 billion lire (about £330 mil- 
lion) in the next 12 months to 
help offset Italy's huge public 
sector deficit. 


The 

trade unions have rejected any 
drastic change in the index 
which they defend as a major 
achievement for the Italian 
working class. 


It also pledged to refrain 
from new exchange controls, 
or from tightening existing, ex- 
change controls, for the dura- 
tion of the requested IMF loan. 


The IMF board is meeting in 
Washington on April 25 and is 
expected to give the final go- 
ahead then.

£ TEHRAN, April 14 (R). — Iran's oil production during March 
averaged 6,275,105 barrels 3 day, or 227.706 barrels more than in 
February, according to figures released by the state-owned Natio- 
nal Iranian Ofl Company. March output was 1,216,599 barrels 
higher than in January, when production slumped because of a 
10 per cent price increase. 


£ MOSCOW, April 14 (R). — A fgh anistan and the Soviet Union 
today signed an economic cooperation agreement which apparen- 
tly provides for continued Soviet aid to KabuL Tass news agency, 
reporting on the oeremony, gave no details of the agreement but 
said that Kremlin economic aid expert Semyon Skachkov and 
Afghanistan’s Planning Minister Ali Ahmed Khurram had signed 
the document.

£ AMMAN, April 14 (R). — Saudi Arabia has agreed to the 
employment of Indonesians on development and construction pro- 
jects in the Kingdom, according to an Indonesian minister quoted 
by Riyadh Radio today. Lt,-Gen. Mohammad Jusuf, Minister of 
Industry, also told the radio his talks in the Saudi capital had 
covered the possibility of joint industrial projects between the 
two countries. Saudi Arabia, which has complained about the 
high prices charged by Western concerns, is turning to Asian cou-

— Several sur- 
vivors of the Titanic dis aster 
are expected to attend a Tita- 
nic Historical Society meeting 
here this weekend to comme- 
morate the disaster of the Bri- 
tish luxury liner which sank in 
the North Atlantic 65 years ago 
tomorrow.

Morocco’s aid to Zaire is a defence of 
Islam, liberty, legitimacy, says paper 


RABAT, April 14 (R). — 
Morocco's mission in sending 
troops to Zaire is to defend 
Islam, liberty and legitimacy, 
the pro-government daily 
Maroc Soir said in an editorial 
today.

The editorial, signed by for- 
mer Information Minister 
Ahmad Alaoui, was the first 
Moroccan press comment on 
the role of the contingent of 
1.500 troops King Hassan H 
has sent to assist Zaire combat 
insurgents in Shaba Province.

Zaire’s appeal by sending tro- 
ops to “help it repulse the in- 
vasion of mercenaries enjoy- 
ing the overt assistance of 
foreign mercenaries,” he ad- 
ded. 


The editorial said that 
Morocco had given military as- 
sistance to defend Islamic cau- 
ses in the past and had gone 
to the assistance of Kinshasa 
in 1960 under U.N. auspices. 


Morocco was also a found- 
ing member of the Organisa- 
tion of African Unity (OAU) 
after the Casablanca confe- 
rence of 1961 which “speeded 
up the decolonisation of the 
continent” and through it had 
helped Algerian nationalists to 
gain freedom from France, the 
editorial said. 


It had been the first to give 
concrete aid to African na- 
tionalists like those In Angola 


Finally, in cooperation with 
Mauritania, Morocco had set- 
tled the problem of the 


Western Sahara occupied by 
Spain by persuading Madrid 
to hand it over to them “so 
that their caise triumphed 
without having recourse to- 
foreign forces” and thus "set- 
tling their problems in a spe- 
cifically African framework,” 
according to M- Alaoui.
